Louisville. Ky., October 10. — Track conditions to- 
day wore tlio worst of the meeting ami served to 
detract from the racing. Many of tin* races suf- 
fered materially from withdrawals and the third, 
in which only four were named to go, was declared 
«>u account of the scratching of Granite and 
Swanuauoa. A substitute race at three-quarters was 
hastily arranged and completed the card. Favorites 
and second choices again accounted for most of the 
races, the exception coming in the opener. In which 
Lucky Wish downed the short-priced favorite. 
Beautiful. The latter was backed with great confi- 
dence, hut was decisively beaten throughout. 

Tin* handicap at six furlongs went to Raleigh T. 
D.. with tin* outsider, Bettie Sue. in second place 
an. Housemaid, the favorite, third. The winner 
profited during the running by the tactics employed 
by the rider of Housemaid and Little Father in 
racing each other into exhaustion during the first 
half mile. 

Silver Knight scored his third succeWve victory 
when he came home far in advance of Discontent. 
Longhand and Sigurd ia the closing dash. 

Matt .1. Winn, general manager of the Juarez 
track, announce! today that ten stakes would l>e 
nm at the Mexican course the coming winter. Six 
will have $1,900 added, three $1,200 and one $1,500. 
Colonel Winn will leave on Monday next for Mexico 
City and will be accompanied by William H. Shel- 
ley and Tom Brown. They will stop one day at 
Juarez ou their way to the Mexican capital. 

Jockeys C. Turner and A. W. Booker were sus- 
pended by the starter for the remainder of the meet- 
ing for disobedience at the post. 

T. W. Flynn is contemplating shipping his string 
• •f racers to Mexico City at the close of the Churchill 
Downs meeting. 

J. W. Schorr shipped Aylmer to the Ilartland stuu 
near Lexington to be turned out for the winter. 

Lucky Wish and Henry Hutchison paid $1.57.25 in 
the successful mutuel combination. 

Roy Dillard, representing Eugene Elrod, will leave 
for Mexico City next week and will have charge ot 
the betting ring there. 

R. F. Carman will ship sixteen of his horses to 
Latonia on Saturday next. Twelve others of his 
stable will follow on Monday. 

H. C. Hallenbeek’s horses, in charge of trainer 
Frank M. Taylor, will be sent to Latonia ou Satur- 
day. 

There is little likelihood of Follie Levy and Worth 
meeting in a special race at this track because of 
the present unfavorable track conditions. 

George Odom will offer Nimbus and Fireman for 
sale by auction on Thursday next in the Churchill 
Downs paddock. 

Dr. Phelps, who is serving as paddock judge here, 
and who will serve in a similar capacity at Latonia. 
is a member of the Kentucky Veterinary Association. 

Secretary Edward Maginn of the Latonia Jockey 
Club loft today for Cincinnati to take up the pre- 
liminary work attending the opening of the meeting 
on Monday next. Applications for stall room for 
about six hundred horses were received by him dur- 
ing his brief stay here. 

VETERAN OF THE TURF IS RETIRED. 

E. R. Bradley, according to advices from Louis- 
ville. lias retired his famous old campaigner. Bad 
News. The horse has been sent to Idle Hour Farm, 
near Lexington, where be will end his days in ease, 
a pensioner on the lioiinty of his owner. Mr. Bradley 
says lie will never sell tin? old horse nor permit 
him to be used as a drudge, as lie appreciates what 
the gelding did on the turf in his colors and enter- 
lains a genuine affection for the old fellow. 

Few better examples of a good horse retaining his 
speed to old age. as the age of a race horse goes, ex- 
ists on ihe American turf than that of Bad News. 
This eleven -year-old gelding has been a veritable 
gold mine to K. K. Bradley. Beginning his career 
in 1JH»2 as the property of Woodford A Buckner, his 
raeing as a two-year-old was done for them. He also 
raced as their property for a part of the following 
year and as such ran sixth in the American Derby, 
won by The Picket, thirteen aspirants to the honors 
of that great race finishing behind him. He won two 
purses for them at that meeting and was sold July 
B*. 1905. to E. R. Bradley for $7,500. and iias re- 
mained his property ever since. For him he ran 
unplaced in the Wheeler Handicap, but later on in 
ihe vear began to pay for himself by winning the 
Dixiana Stakes at Morris Park and the Cincinnati 
Hotel Handicap at Latonia. He also won a purse 
at Brighton Beach, in which he defated such celeb- 
rities as Colonel Bill. Lord Badge ami Molly Brant. 
"In the Cincinnati Hotel Handicap he ran a mile 
and an eighth in such good time as 1:52J with 110 
pounds up. 

His U*st year was in 1904. when a four-year-old. 
Besides twelve purses he won the Columbia Hauili- 
<ap at Worth in which, with 125 pounds up. In* 
defeated Brancas. 105; Miss Crawford. 112: Reser- 
vation. 115: Fonsoluca, 98: Prince Silvcrwings, Brj. 
and Port Royal, 105, and ran the mile and a quarter 
in 2:00. One of his best races that year was in 
the Saratoga Handicap, when, with 108 pounds up. 
be ran second to I»rd of the Vale. The latter 
carried 112 pounds and ran the mile and a quarter 
in 2:05. Behind Bad News were Caughuawaga. Ill; 
'Hie Picket. 125 ; Claude. 107: Grand Opera. 100: 
Africander, 122; Major Daingerfield, 118, and Pul- 
sus. 107. 

Every year since Bad News lias won races for 
bis owner, mainly purses, but took the Election Day 
Handicap at Aqueduct in 1905, King Cotton Handi- 
cap at CHy Park. New Orleans, in 1906. and the 
Nautilus Stakes at Brighton Beach in 1907. In 
the latter lie ran a mile and a sixteenth in such 
fast time as 1:44*.
